JAPAN NEWS BY PACIFIC MAIL. 
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The Pacific Mail steamer America, from Yokohama, March 26, 
arrived at San Francisco on the 18th ult, The following is the 
summary of the advices as telegraphed to New York :-— 

Political affairs are exceedingly quiet. The first Japanese fair 
under the direction of the Government will take place at the 
sacred city of Koto on April 10, and will last fifty days. Fo- 
reigners are allowed to visit it and the suburbs for a period of 
sixty-four days, enabling them to show their manufactures. This 
is considered the virtual abandonment of their exclusive policy 
and one of the results of the visit of Iwakura to America. 

The reception of the news of the hearty welcome given to the 
Japanese Embassy in California by all parties there is highly 
appreciated in Japan by natives and foreigners alike. 

General Williams and forty Japanese students have left for 
America. Among the latter are some high relatives of the 
Mikado. 

For the tea season, just over, the exports were 1,000,000 pounds 
less than for the same time last year. 

Two Japanese men-of-war leave Yokohama April 1 for Europe, 
via the Suez Canal, to meet the Embassy, returning via New York 
and San Francisco. 

Great fears are entertained at Jeddo of the loss of the Japanese 
steamer Ainsu Maru, formerly the American steamer 7'a-Kiang, 
which left Jeddo for Kobe January 6, and has not since been 
heard of.

COMMUNICATION WITH WESTERN CHINA. 

Ty is a fact beyond dispujg that in our trading operations 
with China we, as yet, do but touch the hem of that vast 
empire. It is true that the Treaty Ports afford us so many 
points of contact from which our goods circulate in their 
immediate vicinity, but the heavy transit dues levied upon 
artioles of foreign manufacture in the interior effectually 
prevent their sale beyond a very limited area. That our 
trade with China is only in its infancy, and is capable, under 
more favourable circumstances, of being vastly extended, a 
glance at the lists of our imports into China compared with 
those we carry to India makes at once apparent. For the 
finer and more miscellaneous articles of exchange which con- 
stitate the commerce of other countries, there is at present 
no demand amongst the Chinese, and our coarsest cottons 
alone find 9 ready sale in the open markets. This is only 
what must be expected when we recollect that the teeming 
populations of the western and richest provinces are still 
complete strangers to the use of foreign goods, and know 

‘nothing of the advantages which would arise to them from 
the free barter of the inestimable sources of wealth which 
exist beneath and on their soil. The expenses and difficul- 
ties in the way of their communicating freely with the Treaty 
Ports completely close those markets to their produce, and 
unless some direct opportunity be afforded them of engaging 
in foreign trade, they must inevitably continue to stagnate 
in their present isolated condition. ‘The obvious remedy for 
this state of affairs is to be found in establishing a practicable 
overland route through Burmah into WesternChiua. The effect 
of the Treaty of Tieutsin has been to treble the value of our 
export trade to China. These figures énable us to form some 
idea of the enormous impetus which would be given to our 
trade with China were the western provinces open to our 
merchandise. This is so obvious that it is difficult to un- 
derstand the hesitation on the part of our Government about 
at once taking steps to obtain this great national advantage. 
A pamphlet, written by Mr. RoBertson Giapsrong, entitled 
* Overland Communication with China,” calls our attention 
to the condition of the case as it at present stands. It will 
be in the recollection of all interested in the subject that two 
overland routes have been proposed from Rangoon to Weat- 
ern China ; the one ascending the Irrawaddy to Bhamo—a 
distance of 930 miles—and from thence turning eastward 
through a mountaingus country to Tali-foo, in Yunnan ; the 
other proceeding direct from Rangoon to Kiang Hung, on 
the Chinese frontier, a distance altogether of barely 500 
miles. In addition to the obvious advantage of the dimi- 
nished distance, this latter route offers the further inducement 
of being available for traffic all the year round, an advantage 
which the navigation of the Irrawaddy denies to the former. 
About four years ago Her Maszsty’s Government, in consi- 
deration of these facts, ordered a survey to be made of the 
route to Kiang Hung. But, from some unexplained cause, 
after 250 miles had been surveyed, with results most favour- 
able to the undertaking, the work was suddenly suspended. 
The reports of travellers have proved that the difficulties in 
the way of opening this line of communication—arising 
either from physical or political causes—gre comparatively 
trifling. The distance to be traversed is less than that from 
London to Aberdeen, and in the conveyance of goods from 
England to Western China by this route a saving would be 
made in point of mileage of a voyage considerably longer 
than that from London to New York. If, then, we take 
into consideration the enormous expansion which such a 
direct communication with the western provinces of China 
‘would ensure to our trade with that country, and the facili- 
ties it would afford for rapid and extended intercourse with 
the Chinese people throughout the empire, the inducements 
which should make the Government complete the survey 
already half accomplished appear overwhelming. We would 
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paraphrase Sir Ropert Pee.’s celebrated advice to the Con- 
servative party, and say to the Chambers of Commerce 
throughout the kingdom, “ Agitate, agitate, agitate,” and 
with such a plain prima facie case in their favour, even the 
most obstructive Secretary of State could not long refuse to 
sanction, at least, a preliminary survey of the whole line of 
country. 
THE OHINESE AND JAPANESE TREATY, 

Tue Ohinese and Japanese Treaty, a translation of whieh 
we published in The London and Ohina Telegraph of the 33nd 
ult, ig worthy of notiee, as being the first Treaty eongluded 
between two Oriental nations under cireumstances less co- 
gent than the stern necessities of war. It has originated 
from no desire to avert impending hostilities, nor has it 
been wrung from a conquered people by their conquerors. 
It owes its origin solely to the desire of the two Governments 
so to regulate the trade and international relations of their 
subjects as best to foster the former and encourage the latter. 
Like all first attempts, however, it is far from perfection, 
and, indeed, falls short of what we should have expected 
from nations which haye had considerable experience in ne- 
gotiating treaties of commerce with Western Powers. The 
first thing that must strike everyone who studies its provi- 
sions is the absence of any reference whatever to the trade 
carried on between the two countries ; and in this appears 
conspicuously the Oriental character of the contracting 
parties. To Eastern statesmen the importance of encourag- 
ing trade appears as nothing compared with the dus ob 
servance of diplomatic forms and Court ceremonies. Hence 
we find that in the Treaty under consideration only those arti- 
cles from the treaties with Western nations which refer to the 
official intercourse between the contracting parties have been 
paraphrased, while the provisions for the extension and en- 
couragement of trade have been entirely omitted. We are 
far from saying that the Treaty is valueless—for it at least 
shows @ desire on the part of Chinese and Japanese states- 
men to enter into amicable relations with foreign countries 
—-but we cannot but regret that a more practical turn has 
not been given to its terms. The only provisions it containg 
of any importance are those which refer to the right of each 
nation to appoint consuls at the ports open to trade in 
the territory of the other, and unfortunately these provisions 
are so worded as to leave but Jittle doubt that they will be- 
come practically dead letters. To anyone acquainted with 
the traditions of Chinese and Japanese statesmen, the idea of 
their appointing ministers to Yedo and Peking, and consuls 
at the Ports, who shall be prohibited from engaging in trade, 
and who shall therefore be dependent on a fixed salary for 
their livelihood, will appear at once an impossibility. It may 
very properly be that these provisions were inserted merely 
to affirm the right of either party to appoint a minister and 
consuls in the territory of the other, and that the present in- 
tention is that the alternative agreed upon, viz., that in the case 
of “either State having no consul at a Treaty port, ita subjects 
“ who may be resident there shall be subject tothe local autho- 
“ rities,” will be adoptedin practice. To such an arrangement 
there could be no objection, since no such inequality existe 
between the laws of the two nations as to render the demand 
on the part of either for ex-territorial rights over its subjects 
necessary. It is not difficult to understand the motive for 
inserting Article XVII., which provides that “ the books of 
“ either country may circulate freely in the other, and may 
“ be purchased by its subjects.” Those acquainted with the 
state of literature in Japan will know how great a value is 
set by the people of that country on Chinese writings. The 
classical and religious works of China have been adopted 
wholesale by the Japanese, and form part of their national 
literature. The writings of the sages of China are as highly 
honoured in Japan as in China itself ; aud the difference be- 
tween the literature of the two countries cannot be said to 
be greater than that between the works current in any two 
provinces of the Chinese Empire. No let or hindrance has 
ever been offered to the free circulation of the books of 
either people ; and the existence of the Article is perhaps, 
therefore, due to the devout respect paid by the people of 
both nations to the “printed page.” The whole Treaty is 
thoroughly characteristic of its authors, and is of greater 
importance as an indication on their part of a desire for 
progress, than as being likely to affect materially the well- 
being of either State.

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THE “QUARTERLY REVIEW” ON THE CHINA 
TRADE. 


THE new number of the Quarterly contains an article on the 
the above subject, will be of more than ordinary interest to 
our readers. The writer sets out with estimating the popu- 
lation of China at no more than 200 millions and the history 
of that Empire at 2,000 years ; and then proceeds to inform 
us of other “ mysteries, which modern authors, writing like 
living men of living men,” have penetrated and disclosed, 
taking, by way of model, the late Mr. Wincrove Cooxg, 
who, he says, “ had hardly been a month in Hong Kong ”’ in 
the capacity of special correspondent of Zhe Times, when he 
wrote disparagingly of what he called “ your twenty-years-in- 
the-country-and speak-the-language men.” Heartily sym- 
pathising with this extraordinary prejudice against experi- 
ence, the writer proceeds to claim for himself the merit of 
the following remarkable discoveries :—1. That a considerable 
amount of agricultural wealth, and an inexhaustible store of 
mineral wealth, are not utilised in China. 2, That the ex- 
isting means of communication are of the most defective 
kind. 3, That there is still a large available opening for the 
extension of British trade in manufactured goods. And 4. 
That the people are as a rule well-disposed and anxious to 
cultivate commercial relations with Europeans. 

Having made these remarkable discoveries (which will 
scarcely take our readers by surprise) the writer proceeds, 
with a calmness amounting to genius, to remark that “in 
“minerals the Chinese Empire has been generally under- 
* stood to be rich. Both gold and silver are found in almost 
“every province of the Empire.” And, according to a 
“ competent writer” in our own pages the China coal-fields 
cover an area of upwards of 400,000 square miles. After this 
and some other similar pieces of information have been 
acquired, we cannot wonder that the writer complains 
grievously of the want of roads and vehicles in a land where 
Baron RIcHTHOFEN says, “freight by land is from twenty to 
forty times more expensive than by water.” Famine is a 
chronic scourge in China. With various soils and a capri- 
cious climate, scarcely a season passes in which some portion 
of the Empire is not visited by drought or inundation. 
Large sections of the Chinese population are unable to pro- 
cure the necessaries of life, though possessed of workable 
miuerals sufficient to buy all the cereal productions of China ; 
while other sections are forced to supply their immediate 
wants by cultivating crops for which their soil is not adapted, 
to the neglect of their natural agriculture—all for want of 
better means of intercommunication. The navigable rivers 
above Canton are still closed against foreign steamers ; and 
the trade channels communicating with the Yangtsze through 
the Poyang Lake are in urgent need of steam service. The 
Liang River and the Tungting Lake Channels southward, 
and the Han River northward from the great central mart 
Hankow, have likewise been put forward as desirable 
steam lines—and there are others not less important. 
“ Bat,” proceeds the author, “the thought which seems to 
“ obtrude itself most forcibly on all classes of travellers in 
“ presence of the actual obstacles to commercial prosperity 
“in China is that of the introduction of railways. The 
“unanimity with which this is put forward is remarkable. 
“Mr, AvapasTeR, Mr. MarkHam, and Mr. Oxennay, from 
“the official side, dwell on the need existing for railways on 
“the lines of their respective journeys, and the facility with 
“which they might be constructed.” The delegates of the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce and the missionary travel- 
lers are all of the same idea. Tt would be impossible to 
guess at the amount of expansion of which foreign trade 
with China is capable ; but Sir RurserFrorp ALOooK, writing 
to Lord CLarenpon in 1869, estimated it at ten times 
greater than at present. 

Thus recent writers unveil a magnificent field for the 
spread of our commerce in China ; nor is it tolerance merely, 
but sympathy and welcome, which foreign visitors meet 
with in the interior. Unfortunately, however, progress in 
China is not a mere commercial question, to be discussed 
solely in its bearings on the interests of the population. 
Our commercial intercourse with the people cannot be sepa- 
rated from our diplomatic intercourse with the governing 
body ; and it is within the domain of the latter that the 
chief, if not the only, real difficulties arise. The existence 
in the Chinese Government of two parties, divided on ques- 
tions of foreign policy, has been brought prominently for- 
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ward in the official correspondence laid before Parliament 
since 1858. One, known as tho “ anti-foreign,” or “ war” 
party, is understood to be pledged to the expulsion of foreign- 
ers from the soil of China at all risks ; the other, whose views 
do not admit of so clear a definition, is called the “ peace,” the 
“ Liberal,” or the “ Moderate” party ; and ita policy ap- 
pears to be to hold the balance between the claims of 
foreigners on the one hand, and the headstrong resistance of 
the extreme section of its own order on the other. At 
heart, therefore, the whole ruling body in China is opposed 
to the presence of foreigners in the country. Sir RuTHER- 
ForD ALcock incidentally describes the salient features of 
office-holding in China as the “ power of irresponsible taxa- 
tion.” There appears to be no personage in the Empire too 
exalted in station to receive common bribes; for Sir R. 
ALcock singles out for special remark “the high autho- 
rities in Peking, in the several Boards, and in the Palace.” 

In our relations with a Power so constituted and 80 oir- 
cumstanced as the Government in China is, it would appear 
that the gentle aid of diplomacy can find no place. The 
position attained by foreign nations in China could only be, 
in the words of Sir R. Atcock, “created force—naked 
physical force ;” and his declaration that “ to maintain or 
“improve that position we must still look to force in some 
“ form, latent or expressed, for the result,” is entitled to the 
gravest consideration. Moral suasion, as exerted by England 
individually, having proved unavailing, and coercive mea- 
sures being out of the question, there would seem to be little 
hope at present of escaping from the dead-lock in our 
Chinese affuirs, unless it be from the concerted action and 
co-operation of all the Treaty Powers. If the co-operative 
principle was ever to be adopted, after the massacre of 
Tientsin was surely the time for this country to show her 
adhesion to it by espousing in the Far East the common 
cause of civilised mankind. Her Masesty’s Government, 
however, held aloof, or interposed only so far as to proclaim 
their determination to remain passive, thereby virtually 
sheltering the instigators of the Tientsin massacre from the 
consequences of their crime. 


THE contract lately concluded by the directors of the 
P. and O. Company with the Italian Government for the 
conveyance of the weekly mails between Venice, Ancona, 
Brindisi, and Alexandria for an annual subsidy of f.500,000, 
will not involve any change in the working of the Com- 
pany’s contract with the English Government. Their 
steamers, after landing at Brindisi the mails, passengers, &c., 
will proceed on to Ancona and Venice, and in like manner 
start from Venice for Alexandria, calling at Ancona and 
Brindisi, receiving the British mails and passengers at 
Brindisi, for India and China, at the time appointed in the 
contract, viz., every Monday morning. It is expected that 
the formalities necessary to inaugurate this contract will take 
about two months. The present service, known as the 
Adriatico Orientale (or Palmer's line), will then cease, the 
Company receiving an indemnity from the Italian Govern- 
ment for retiring. The rates of freight and passage money 
chargeable on to Venice will be notified in due time by the 
P. and O. Company. 
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From a Parliamentary return just issued we have the 
names of all student interpreters appointed to China, Japan, 
and Siam. The list opens with the name of G. S. Morrison, 
appointed in 1847,and endswith G. Brown, appointed to China 
3rd July, 1871. The total number so appointed is 111, of 
whom thirty-three have died, retired on pensions, resigned, 
or been dismissed, leaving seventy-eight now in service. Many 
of this number are now holding the posts of Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Interpreters. Those who still remain as Stu- 
dent Interpreters are receiving a salary of £200 per annum, 
and it was chiefly this class of officers which Sir Harry 
Parkes so warmly defended at the Commission of Inquiry 
which we lately noticed. 


Mr. J. F. Lowner, of the Japan Consular Service, who 
returns to his post by the P. and O. mail steamer leaving 
Southampton on Thursday next, has been called to the bar 
of Gray’s-inn. Chief Justice SmaLe has obtained an exten- 
sion of leave, and will not retern to Hong Kong until 
Ootober next.

Letters and Journals of James, Eighth Earl of Elgin. Edited 
by Theodore Walrond, C.B, London, Jonn Murray.—This is at 
once @ valuable contribution to current biography, a just me- 
morial to a great man who was summoned away while yet the task 
to which he had devoted himself was little more than begun, and 
a text book for all who would inform themselves impartially con- 
cerning the Asiatic races and ournational relations with them. The 
volume will be perused with interest by our readers—especially 
those chapters which describe Lord Elgin’s missions to China. 
From several extracts given it is apparent how much interest he 
took in the labours of the missionaries, and at the same time with 
what breadth and calmness of view he handled a subject “ peculi- 
arly liable to exaggeration on one side or the other.” His 
reply to an address praying him to obtain a separate decree 
of toleration in favour of Protestantism, and to procure greater 
liberty for Protestant Ministers to travel and preach in all parts 
of China, contained words of grave warning which have a special 
interest when read by the light of recentevents. But perhaps to 
no incident in his life does there attach more importance or 
authority than to the speech which he delivered at the Mansion 
House on the occasion of his final return from China. In re- 
sponding, after giving an account of the objects that had been 
sought, and the results that had been achieved in the Far East, 
he concluded his speech by impressing on the merchants of 
England, that with them must now chiefly lie the responsibility 
of aiding or retarding the development of China, and thus of de- 
termining the place she shall holdin the commonwealth of 
nations. Few more valuable or interesting volumes have issued 
from the press this year, and we have great pleasure in com- 
mending it to our readers. 

The following extracts from the correspondence refer to Lord 
Elgin’s first mission to China in 1858, the capture of the forts on 
the Peiho, and the conclusion of the Tientsin Treaty. It was ar- 
ranged that the combined forces should meet at the mouth of the 
Peiho, but a delay of some weeks occurred waiting for the arrival 
of the gunboats. Atlength the difficulties were surmounted, and 
the forts were captured :— 

May 21s8t.—I have spent during the lust three weeka the worst time 
I have pussed since 1849, and really I have not been capable of writing. 
The forts were taken yesterday. The Chinese had had several weeks to 
prepare, and their moral was greatly raised by our hesitations 
and delays. The pvor fellows even stood at their guns and fired 
away pretty steadily. But as they hardly ever hit, it is of very 
little consequence how much they fire. As soon as our men 
landed they abandoned the forts and ran off in all directions. 
We have hardly had any loss, I believe; but the French, who 
blandered a good deal with their gunboats, and then contrived to get 
blown up by setting fire to a powder magazine, have suffered pretty 
severely. I fancy that we have got almost all the artillery which the 
Chinese Empire possesses in this quarter. . . . This affair of yes- 
terday, in a strategical point of view, was a much more creditable affair 
than the taking of Canton. Our gunboats and men appear to have done 
well, und though they were opposed to poor troops, still they were 
troops, and not crowds of women and children, who were the victims 
of the bombardment at Canton. 

Yamun, Tientsin.— May 30th.—I hardly yet realise to myself where 
Tam. I started at about 4.30 p.m. yesterday from the Furious, crossed 
the bar at the forts at the entrance of the river, picked up Gros and 
the French mis-ion, whose vessel could not get on, and moved on to 
this place. The night was lovely—a moon nearly full. The banks, 
perfectly flat and treeless at first, became fringed with mud villages, 
silent as the grave, and trecs standing like spectres over the stream. 
There wo went ceaselessly on through this silvery silence, panting and 
breathing flame. Through the night-watches, when no Chinaman 
moves, when the junks cast anchor, we laboured on, cutting ruthlessly 
and recklessly through the waters of that glancing and startled river, 
which, until within the last few weeks, no stranger keel had ever fur- 
rowed! Whose work are we engaged in when we burat thus with 
hideous violence and brutal energy into these darkest and most mys- 
terious recesses of the traditions of the past? I wish I- could answer 
that question in a manner satisfactory to myself. At the same time, 
there is certainly not much to regret in the old civilisation which we 
are thus scattering to the winds. A dense population, timorous and 
pauperised, such would seem to be its chief product. I passed most of 
the night on deck, and about four a.m. we reached a point in the centre 
of the suburb of Tientsin, at which the Great Canal joins the Tientsin 
or Peihoriver. There I found the Admirals, Frederick, &c. Frederick 
had got this yamun for us, half of which I have had to give to my 
French colleague. It consists of a number of detached rooms, scat- 
tered about a garden. I have installed myself in the joss-house, my 
bedroom being on one side, and my sitting-room on the other, of the 
idol’s altar, - We have a letter informing us that the Emperor has named 
two great officers of State to come here and treat, and our Admirals 
are in very good humour, so that matters look well for the present. 

June 4th.—I am to have an interview with the Chinese Plenipoten- 
tiaries to-day. I devoutly hope it may lead to a speedy and satisfactory 
pacific settlement ; but I am sending to Hong Kong for troops, in order 
to be prepired for all eventualities. In sum, my policy has resulted in 
this :—I have complete military command of the capital of China, with- 
out having broken off relations with the neutral Powers, and without 
having interrupted, for a single day, our trade at the different ports of 
the Empire. 

Tientsin.—June 5th.—To-day I went to have my first official inter- 
view with the Chinese Plenipotentiaries. I made up my mind, 
disgusting as the part is to me, to act the role of the “ uncontrollably 
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flerce barbarian,” as we are designated in some of the confidential reports 
to the Chinese Government which have come into our hands. These 
stupid people, though they cannot resist, and hardly even make a 
serious attempt to do so, never yield anything except under the influence 
of fear ; and it is necessary therefore to make them feel that one is in 
earnest, and that they have nothing for it but to give way. Accordingly 
I got a guard of 150 marines and the band of the Calcutta, and set off 
with all my suite in chairs, tambour battant, for the place of rendezvous. 
It was about two-and-a-half miles off, and the heat of the sun very 
great. The road carried us through several narrow streets of the 
suburb, then across a plain, till we reached a temple at which the 
Plenipotentiaries were awaiting us. A dense crowd of Chinese men—I 
saw not one woman—lined the route. Curiosity chiefly was depicted 
on their countenances ; some looked frightened; but I observed no 
symptoma of ill-will, At the entrance of the temple were two blind 
musicians, playing something like squeaking bagpipes. This was the 
Chinese band. We marched in with all our force, which drew up ina 
sort of court before an open verandah, where refreshments were set out, 
and the dignitaries awaited us. I was received by the Imperial Com- 
missioner, and conducted to a seat at a small table covered with little 
plates of sweetmeats, &ce. One of the Chinese Plenipotentiaries sat on 
either side of me, It was a very pretty scene, and the place was decora- 
ted in very good taste with flowers, &c. As my neighbours showed no 
disposition to talk, I began by asking after their health and that of the 
Emperor. They then said that they had received the Emperor's orders 
to come down to treat of our affairs. I answered, that although I was 
much grieved by the neglect of the Prime Minister to answer the letters 
I had addressed to him, yet as they had on their cards stated that they 
had “ full powers,” I had consented to have this interview in order that 
we might compare our powers, and see whether we could treat together. 
I told them that I had brought mine, and I at once exhibited them, 
giving them a translation of the documents. They suid they had not 
powers of the same kind, but a decree of the Emperor appointing them, 
and they brought out a letter which was wrapped up in a sheet of 
yellow paper. The chief Plenipotentiary rose and raised the paper 
reverentially over his head before unfolding it. I thought the terms 
of this document rather ambiguous, besides which I was desirous to 
produce a certain effect ; so when it had been translated to me, I said 
that I was not sufficiently satisfied with itto be able to say on the 
spot whether I could treat with them or not; that I wonld, if they 
pleased, take a copy of it and consider the matter; but that I would 
not enter upon business with them at present. So saying I rose, moved 
to the front ofthe stage, and ordered the escort to move and the chairs 
to be brought. This put the poor people into a terrible fluster. They 
made great efforts to induce me to sit down again, but I acted the part 
of the “untrollably fierce”’ to perfection, and set off for my abode. I 
had hardly reached it when I received two cards from my poor man- 
darina, thanking me for having gone so far to meet them, &c. 

June 12th.—I have gone through a good deal since we parted. 
Certainly I have seen more to disgust me with my fellow-countrymen 
than I saw during the whole course of my previous life, since I have 
found them in the East among populations too timid to resist and too 
ignorant to complain. J have an instinct in me which loves righteous- 
ness and hates inequity, and all this keeps me in a perpetual boil. 

June 29th.—I have not written for some days, but they have been 
busy ones. . . . We went on fighting and bullying, and getting 
the poor Commissioners to concede one point after another, till Friday, 
the 25th, when we had reason to believe all was settled, and that the 
signature was to take place on the following day. . . On Friday 
afternoon, however, Baron Gros came to me with a message from the 
Russian and American Ministers, to induce me to recede from two of 
my demands:—1. A resident Minister at Peking; and, 2. Permission 
to our people to trade in the interior of China ; because, as they said, 
the Chinese Plenipotentiaries had told them that they had received a 
decree from the Emperor, stating that they should infallibly lose their 
heads if they gave way on these points. . . . The resident Mi- 
nister at Peking I consider far the most important matter gained by 
the Treaty ; the power to trade in the interior hardly Jess so. 3: ie 
I had at stake not only these important points in my Treaty, for which 
Thad fought so hard, but I know not what behind. For the Chinese 
are such fools that it was impossible to tell, if we gave way on one 
point, whether they would not raise difficulties on every other. I sent 
for the Admiral; gave him a hint that thero was a great opportunity 
for England ; that all the Powers were deserting me on a point which 
they had adi, in their original applications to Peking, demanded, and 
which they all intended to claim if I got it ; that therefore we had it in 
our power to clair our place of priority in the East, by obtaining this 
when others would not insist on it. Would he back me? . 8 
This was the forenoon of Saturday, 26th. The Treaty was to be signed 
in the evening. I may mention, as a proof of the state of people’s 
minds, that Admiral Seymour told me that the French Admiral bad 
urged him to dine with him, assuring him that no Treaty would be 
signed that day! Well, I sent Frederick to the Tmperial Commis- 
sioners, to tell them that I was indignant beyond all expression at their 
having attempted to communicate with me through third parties ; that I 
was ready to sign at once the Treaty as it stood ; bat that, if they delayed 
or retracted, I should consider negotiations at an end, go to Peking, and 
demand a great deal more, &c. . . . Frederick executed this most 
difficult task admirably, and at six p.m, I signed the Treaty of Tient- 
sin. . . . Iam now anxiously waiting some communications from 
Peking. Till the Emperor accepts the Treaty I shall hardly feel safe, 
Please God he may ralify without delay! ‘I am sure that I express 
the wish just as much in the interest of China as in ours, Though I 
have been forced to act almost brutally, I am China's friend in all this. 


A Grammar of the Japanese Written Language ; witha short 
Chrestomathy. By W. G@. Aston. London, J. Summers.—In this new 
a apenete Grammar, by Mr. Aston, interpreter to our Legation at 
Yedo, we appear to possess the nucleus of all future grammars of 
the language, for he has ransacked the native literature itself, and 
has discovered there many grammatical treatises, the essence of 
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which he has appropriated and condensed into the volume before 
us. The importance of the work can hardly be exaggerated, as 
‘We see now the Japanese every day among us, andl{their demands for 
our productions are yearly becoming greater. If we are to derive 
prot from this opening up of Japan, we shall have to study them 
as they are studying us. Whatever may be said of the Chinese 
literature and people, the Japanese are by no means contemptible. 
Their works of Art, and the products of their; country, command 
our attention. Information on every point is to be found in the 
book, and hence the value of a good grammar. Mr. Aston goes 
to the very foundation, and explains in concise language the prin- 
ciples on which the book style of composition rests. A very in- 
teresting account is given in the introduction of the history of 
the language and its various styles of composition. A most com- 
plete table of the syllabac, evidently the production of a Japan- 
ese artist, and also extracts from various authors in the native 
character with translations and notes recommend the work as the 
most perfect of its kind. 


Naval Science ; a Quarterly Magazine for Promoting the Im- 
provement of Naval Architecture, Marine Engineering, Steam 
Navigation and Seamanship. London, Locxwoop and Co.—Such is 
the title of the magazine which, under the editorship of Mr. E. 
J. Reed, O.B., formerly .chief coustructor of Her Majesty’s Navy 
is to be devoted to naval matters, and if succeeding numbers are 
only equal to the first it is not difficult to predict complete 
success for the undertaking. We learn from the preface that the 
contents of each issue will be selected in accordance with a settled 
programme, and are to consist of three classes ; first, articles suited 
to the general and wholly un-mathematical reader, and which are 
to be of such a character as not to require illustration by means of 
diagrams ; secondly, articles which will necessitate the employment 
of diagrams but may be understood by those but little versed in 
symbolic science; and thirdly, those intended for professional 
and scientific readers. This arrangement is fully carried out in 
the issue before us, which gives us papers on such popular sub- 
jects as the ‘ Structure of Iron Ships,” which has been of late so 
frequently before the public, and the “Loss of the Megera.” 
We have little hesitation in assigning the authorship of the last- 
named essay to the pen of the editor. Equally interesting, 
although to other classes of readers, will be found articles on the 
“Stability of Ironclads,” the “ Rifling of Naval Guns,” the 
“*Stowage. of Merchant Ships,” and the “ Rational Method of 
Teaching Navigation.” On the whole, we congratulate Mr. Reed 
upon his new enterprise, which will occupy an important place 
in periodical scientitic literature.

THE CHINA MISSION OF THE ENGLISH PRES.- 
BYTERIAN CHURCH. 
On Wednesday, the lat inst., the annual migsionary meeting of the 
English Presbyterian Church was held in Exeter Hall, which was 
densely crowded. The chair was taken at seven o'clock by the Right 
Hon. the Earl of Cavan, who was supported on the platform by minis- 
ters of different denominations, English Presbyterian and Uuited 
Presbyterian ministers, and a large number of well-known laymen, 
amonget whom were Messrs. Hugh M. Matheson, Donald Matheson, 
Carstairs Douglas (Amoy), J. L. Maxwell (Tai-wan), &c. 

The proceedings having been opened with a short address from the 
Chairman, Mr. H. M. Matheson stated that it was not usual at meet- 
ings such as the present to deliver the annual reports, bat, as most of 
them were aware, it had already been given in to the Synod of the 
Presbyterian mission. It would be useful, however, in three or four 
sentences to give those present the leading facts and figures connected 
with the operations of the Mission during the past year. He might 
therefore state that the Mission (which was established in 1847, and 
was, therefore, exactly twenty-five years old) had nine ordained mis- 
sionaries, and one missionary elect; four medical missionaries, forty- 
five native evangelists ; and that the districts occupied were those of 
Amoy, Swatow, and Formosa. The new members received in 1871 
numbered 380; the total Church members 1,367, with a professing 
Christian community of 6,000 souls. (Cheers.) The annual expen- 
diture of the Mission was about £8,000; the sum required for the 
present year being £10,000. The next speaker would be the Rev. 
Carstairs Douglas, and he had great pleasure in announcing that the 
Senatus of Glasgow University had that day conferred upon Mr. 
Douglas the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 

The Rev. Dr. Carstairs Douglas commenced by observing that the Mis- 
sion in China was divided into three parts—Amoy, Swatow, and For- 
moso. Around each of these places they had stations to the number 
of fifteen or eightcen. It was the custom to call this work ‘Chinese 
Mission Work,” but it must be remembered that one part of it was 
not among Chinamen at all. A very important part of the work in 
Formosa was carried on with an aboriginal race allied to the Malayan 
race, who were to be found all over Southern China. In this way their 
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the work was carried on amongst these half-civilised aborigines, a par’ 
of that same great family of the human race which included the Poly- 
nesians and the people of the Island of Madagascar. The whole of the 
work at Swatow and half the work in Formosa was among the Chinese 
people, and it was found more difficult to work amongst them than 
amongst those he had previously described. Again they might di- 
vide their work into two parts ; first in regard to the language in which 
it was conducted. He did not mean to say that any language but the 
Chinese was used, bat the mission had to be conducted in two dialects 
of the language. A word of explanation was here necessary, for what 
they called dialects in Europe were not what was meant by that term 
there. The so-called dialects of China were for the most part lan- 
guages as different from one another as were, for instance, English, 
German, and Danish. In consequence of this their work had to 
be divided, the one branch comprehending the Swatow mission, the 
other branch comprehending the Amoy and Formosa missions. The 
language of Swatow was by itself, though comparatively near to that 
Fiona at Amoy, but between their missions in Amoy and Formosa 
there was entire community of language. The mission at Amoy was 
planted twenty-five years ago. After being carried on for about 
ten years, the next occupied of the mission stations was Swatow. 
The latter was a part where there was no missionary whatsoever 
of any Christian Church. In these circumstances, the Presbyterian 
mission, in addition to the work at Amoy, began also the work 
at Swatow, and then, many years after, work was commenced in 
Formosa. It had only been carried on for seven years. It was most 
interesting to consider in the light of recent events the manner in which 
they were led to begin that work, which was now by far the most 
promising and prosperous part of the mission out there. The people 
of Formosa were almost all emigrants from Amoy and its neigh boure 
hood. There was constant intercourse between Formosa and the 
mainland, and some of the early converts at Amoy, who at times 
travelled backwards and forwards, told them (the missionaries) 
of the fact that the people of Formosa spoke the same language 
ag those of Amoy, and then the native Christians of Amoy used 
often to pray for Formosa. When he was in England some nine 
years ago he pleaded hard that the Church would take up the 
Formosa work; and when he returned eight years ago it was in com- 
pany with Dr. Maxwell, from whose lips they would hear how 
gloriously God had blessed his work and the work of his fellow- 
labourers. (Cheers.) The fields thus occupied{uow were fields entirely 
unoccupied before. It had been the policy of the Mission to oon- 
centrate their work in these three fielda, for they found it far better 
to have two or three strong missions than six or seven weak ones. 
In Formosa they (the Presbyterians) worked entirely alone. In 
Swatow they had joined with them the mission of one of the 
American societies. In his own station, Amoy, there were two other 
missions—the mission of the London Missionary Society, with whom 
they had always acted in the most cordial and friendly spirit, and 
they with them (cheers), and the mission of another American society. 
At Swatow the work was of much the same sort as at Amoy, with 
this difference in the people of the former place, that they were more 
disorderly—indeed, they were regarded as the most disorderly 
people of the Chinese Empire. When the missionaries first 
went there they laboured under very great difficulties, and for 
three or four years without any result, so far as the haman eye 
could discern, but now their progress was becoming more and more 
rapid—during the last two years somewhat more rapid than in Amoy. 
In the Amoy district the missionaries all lived together in the town, 
and regarded it as a centre of operations. From this point, and fur- 
nished with official passports from the Government of the Chinese 
Empire, they had been enabled to sow the seeds of the Gospel in 
seventeen places in the surrounding country. The activity of the 
natives themselves in some of these places was very gratifying. At 
one place they had provided a chapel capable of holding one hundred 
persons, and a room connected with it for the native preacher, the 
cost to the Mission Fund being only £4. (Cheers.) In another 
place similar work was done, the natives bearing the entire 
cost. The subscriptions towards mission work in all the Amoy 
district was close upon £110 last year. Amongst the converts 
were persons engaged in various trades connected with the hea- 
then system, and, being obliged to relinquish these when they 
became Christians, they furnished thereby the best evidence of 
the thorough sincerity of their motives. The opposition of the 
Government was of a very annoying character; but so far from 
injuring the mission in the eyes of the people it was greatly advanced 
thereby. The answer of Earl Granville to the Chinese Circular was 
thoronghly satisfactory, and was such a8 the missionaries cordially ap- 
proved. They had hopes that they sould be able to commence work 
amongst the Chinese of Singapore and Penang, for which the Presby. 
terian congregations there had subscribed several hundred pounds, 
and had written home asking that missionaries might be sent. They 
were ready to bear the entire expense, and just as when ho was at 
home last, he pleaded for the work in Formosa, so now, having heard 
of the glorious reaults of that work, he pleaded for Singapore and 
Penang, and the districts round about. In a few months he would 
return again to China, and as he could not hope to see their faces 
again, he earnestly invoked their prayers on behalf of Chinese evan- 
gelisation. 

The Rev. Adolph Saphir moved a resolution :—‘‘ That this meeting 
has heard with profound thanktulness of the prosperous state of the 
mission in China ;” which was carried unanimously. 

Dr. James L. Maxwell, of Tai-wan, said that in the island of 
Formosa two great instrumentalities had been honoured of God in 
promoting mission work in China—the first was the simple preaching 
of the Word of God in chapels ,the atreeta, or the villages; the second 
was the healing of the sick, and such evangelistic werk as accompanies 
a mission hospital. The medical mission in Formosa had been spe- 
cially useful in two ways—first, in the wide-spread diffusion of inte. 
rest in the mission hospital, and bringing, as it did, pstiente of 
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oeived attention to their bodily ailments, which was their particular 
desire, bat the fact of their being resident in the hospital 
gave them an opportunity of being brought under the hearing 
of the Gospel from day to day. Dr. Maxwell then gave an 
encouraging account of three mission-stations in the island. 
The first was situated 120 miles to the north, the second fifty 
miles to the south, and the third between thirty and forty miles to the 
east of the head-quarters at Tai-wan. He minutely explained the cir- 
cumstances which led to the establishment of the mission-stations, and 
showed their existence was attributable to the hospital, as in several 
cases they had been set on foot by men who had been inmates. If such 
had not been the case, they could not have expected to have reached 
them for years to come, as they were separated by a part of the country 
that was inhabited by savage tribes. The other way in which the 
medical-miasion work commended itself to the respect of the Church 
was the golden opportunity which was given to the medical missionary 
and his evangelists of placing the Gospel before the patients from day 
to day ; as what the missionaries had to regret most wae the fleeting 
character of the multitude who attended the chapel, dropping in fora 
quarter of an hour, and receiving a slight impression, and then 
going away. They had opportunities of not only preaching to them 
at atated times, but going into the wards of the hospital, seating 
themeelves beside them, and encouraging them. When the hospital 
could only contain ten patients, six were simultaneously present who 
were impressed with the truth, and who proved instrumental in forming 
three stations. This, he said, was enough to prove that the medical 
mission-work was exceedingly valuable in promoting the cause of 
Christ among the heathen. One thing which commended the mission 
hospital in China to the friends at home was the fact of its being sin- 
gularly inexpensive, for the three hospitals which had been orought 
into existence in that island had not drawn upon the funds, go far as 
their erection was concerned, more than £150, and one can accom- 
modate fifty and another thirty in-patients. (Applause.) The patients 
provided nearly everything. All the missionariea had to do was to 
supply them with a place to live in, medicine, such surgical aid as was 
required, and the Gospel. The inhabitants of Formosa lived 
in a hptbed of fever, which carried off thousands, and the medi- 
cine necessary was quinine, a most expensive medicine. His 
appeal to them would consist in this one item of medicine. Any dona- 
tion of quinine would be as precious as gold if sent to the treasurer. 
He (Dr. Maxwell) could travel through Formosa without gold, but he 
dare not without quinine. People must not suppose that medical 
mission-work has been allowed to puraue its way unhindered, for, like 
preaching of the Gospel, it came in for a large amount of odium. 
Out of the fourteen chapels that cxisted in Formosa only three had 
drawn upon the funds of the Mission, the remaining eleven being 
built by the native Church. These chapels were capablo of ac- 
commodating from two hundred to three hundred people, and 
if they had been built by the Mission would have cost from £50 to 
£60 each. They were monuments of the perseverance and self-denial 
that the natives had undergone to erect then. The mission work had 
been much honoured, and they had reason to be thankful for the 
healthy state of the Church in Formosa, in the activity of its members 
in carrying the truth from place to place, and the financial support 
they are rendering to the Mission. In conclusion, Dr. Maxwell said that 
throughout all the churches they had certain fixed subjects of prayer 
for every day in the week, such as the prosperity of individual stations 
in Formosa, the brethren at Amoy and Swatow, and for the mother 
Charch in England, which enabled them to keep up a bond of fellow- 
ship, and which they found was working for good. 

Dr. W. P. Mackay, of Hull, moved a resolution : — That this meet- 
ing rejoices in the tokens of the Divine favour bestowed in connection 
with the Medical Mission work so largely employed by the English 
Preabyterian Church, and cordially commends this interesting depart- 
ment of their mission in China to the sympathy and support of the 
friends of the Gospel.” This resolution was carried, and after several 
further addresses from the gentlemen present, the proccedings closed 
with a vote of thanks to the Earl of Cavan for presiding. 














THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

An adjourned general meeting of the shareholders in this bank was 
held on the lst inst.; Mr. Andrew Cassels in the chair. The Chair- 
man said : Gentlemen, the business which calls us together to-day is of a 
pay formal character, and will only detain us a very few minutes. 

twill be remembered that our annual meeting, held on the 17th of 
Jast month, was adjourned to this day in order that we might announce 
to you the result of the poll demanded by the friends of Mr. Morri- 
son. That result, decided by the scrutineers—Mr. A. Morrison and 
Mr. Hugh Oxenham, is as follows:—The motion was, “That Mr 
Joseph R. Morrison, who now retires by rotation, be re-elected a 
director.” Stated briefly, the result was—for the motion, 375; against 
it, 548 ; the majority of votes against the re-election of Mr. Morrison 
as a director being 173. I have therefore to declare that the motion 
for the re-clection of Mr. Morrison has been negatived. 

_ Mr. J. R. Morrison, who professed to rise for the purpose of thank- 
ing his supporters, then said he had no alternative but to accept the 
decision to which the majority had come ; and, although the result 
was certainly not such as he had wished, it was not one of which he 
was at all ashamed ; for he felt confident if any gentleman on the 
board had been subjected to the same ordeal through which he had 
passed (that was, of having his colleagucs on the dircction voting 
against him), he would also have met with a defeat. The more agree- 
able task then devolved upon him of thanking those gentlemen who 
had honoured him with their support. He could not find words suffi- 
cient to express his crativule for the just, genial, and generous syin- 
pathy which they had accorded toone who had been thus ignominiously 
thrown over, and that at a time when the affairs and prospects of the 
bank were Improving.: In conclusion, he hoped the new blood in- 
fased into the direction would prove far more beneficial than the old,

and that the company might never have upon its board men less able 
to look the proprietary in the face than he had been. 

The Chairman said, if Mr. Morrison had confined hig remarks to 
simply thanking his friends for their support he (the chairman) shoald 
not have considered it necessary to say anything in reply ; but as Mr. 
Morrison had dwelt at some length upon what he termed his grievances, 
he felt it was due to his colleagues and himszIf to state briefly why the 
directors had opposed Mr. Morrison's re-election. When they had 
first been made aware of the opposition that would be offered by a very 
large and influential section of the sharcholders to his re-election, the 
general feeling among the members of the board had been that it would 
be advisable for them to remain neutral in the matter, deeming the 
question to be purely a shareholders’ question, and, if there had teen 
any exception to that feeling, he must say that it had been in Mr. 
Morrison’s favour. At the committee meeting of the directors, on 
the Friday following the annual meeting, it had been poiated out 
to Mr. Morrison that he had, in his speech at the meeting, in- 
sinuated that which wag neither generous nor justifiable—that the 
only effect of the shareholders ejecting him from the board would be 
that the allowance to which the directors were entitled would have to 
be divided among seven instead of eight members. Mr. Morrison had 
declined to withdraw those words, and placed himself in such direct 
and strong opposition to the opinions and feelings of the board that 
they had come to the unanimous decision that it would be well, and 
consistent with the best interests of the bank, that Mr. Morrison 
should not be re-elected. In conclusion, the chairman said they had 
adopted this line of conduct with considerable reluctance and pain, for 
it was always au ungracious task to be obliged to oppose an old col- 
league. He would only add, that an earnest desire to promote the in- 
terests of the bank superseded in their minds every other consideration. 

The proceedings then terminated. 











LEGAL.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER 
LANE V. LAY. 

This was an action for wrongful dismissal and breach of contract. 
It was firat tried on the 15th December last before the Lord Chief 
Baron, and a verdict waa obtained for the plaintiff with da es 
£2,509. Subsequently in January a rule nis: was obtained by the 
defendant to show cause why that verdict should not be set aside, on 
the ground that there was no breach of contract. An application was 
made on the 30th ult., before the Lord Chief Baron, and Barons 
Bramwell, Cleasby, and Martin to make this rule absolute. 

The facta of the case were as follows:— The plaintiff, Edmund Lane, 
who was a civil engineer, was, in 1870, engaged in London by the 
defendant, Horatio Nelson Lay (then acting as agent to the Japanese 
Government) to go out to Japan and perform certain duties in con- 
nection with works being projected and carried out by that Govern- 
ment, at a salary of 600 dollars a month (his engayement to extend 
to three years). It was further agreed upon between the contracting 
partica that the plaintiff should be provided with a free passage and a 
sum of £10 in addition, for his journey and travelling expenses; that 
he was to proceed without delay to Yokohama, and on arriving there 
should report himself to Mr. Morel, the engineer-in-chief, and to 
submit to his orders, or the orders of such other authorities under 
whom he would be placed ; that he should obey the Japanese Govern- 
ment and all rules that might be imposed for the time being; that he 
should not absent himself without leave of his superior officer; that in 
case of his being guilty of insubordination, or drunkenness, or 
breach of engagement, it should be lawfnl for defendant to dis- 
charge him, and that in case of his subjecting himself to soch 
dismissal from either or any of those causes he should forfeit six 
months’ pay as liquidated damages. There were other provisions in 
the contract, one of which was that in the case of the defendant or the 
Japanese Government determining to put an end to the engagement 
before the period agreed upon, the plaintiff to receive three months’ 
notice and 7,000 Mexican dollars. The plaintiff, on the faith of this 
contract, proceeded to Yokohama, where he duly reported his arrival. 
He then entered upon his duties, and gave his services exclusively to 
the Japanese Government and their works. After an occupation ex- 
tending over several weeks, he was suddenly called upon to sign a 
document containing a series of new regulations, drawn up by Mr. 
Morel, the engineer-in-chief. Consideriug that those regulations 
were utterly opposed to the provisions in his original contract, the 
plaintiff refused to sign them, whereupon Mr, Morel would not permit 
him to perform any more work for the Japanese Government. The 
plaintiff, finding remonstrance useless, avd his further services abao- 
lutely refused, returned to Eugland. He immediately communicated 
with the defendant in London. Mr. Lay, who had then ceased to act 
ag agent to the Japanese Government, approved of the course he had 
taken under the circumstances. The plaintiff waa, however, compelled 
to bring his action against him ; but it was really against the Japanese 
Government, or their agents, the Oriental Bank, who defended it. 

Sir John Karslake, Q.C., and Mr. Murray supported the rule, con- 
tending that there was no breach of contract or wrongful dismiasal in 
this case, inasmuch as the plaintiffeould have appealed to the Japanese 
Goveruament at Yedo or the British Consul against the conduct of 
Mr. Morel; that he had no right to return to England at the time he 
did; that, by so doing, he discharged himself from the service of the 
the Japanese Government; and that the damages could not exceed 
three months’ salary at £125 month, aud the penalty of £1,500. 

The court refused the application, thereby confirming the verdict 
for tho plaintiff, the damayes being reduced to £1,750. 


COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
LIEBERT AND ROGERSUN. 
This was an application on behalf of the trustee under proceedings 
for liquidation by Messrs. Liebert and Rogerson, merchants and com- 
mission agents, of Leadenhall-street and of Manchester, for an order on 


May 6, 1872.] 


£1,834, paid to or retained by them on the 7th of January, 1871, oa 


the ground that euch payment or detention constituted a fraudulent 


preference. 

The facts appeared to be that prior to their suspension ‘Messrs. 
Hiebert and Rogerson kept banking accounts with Messrs. Barnett, 
Hoare, and Co. in London, and with the Consolidated Bank at Man- 


chester; and it was their custom to draw cheques on their London 


bankers and to pay the same into the Consolidated Bank at Manches- 
ter, and to draw against such cheques for the purposes of their Man- 
chester business. They were also in the habit of discounting bills 
with Messrs. Barnett, Hoare, and Co., and on the 8rd of December, 
1870, that firm discounted a promissory note made by the debtors for 
£1,384, and payable at six months’ date upon a promise to give as 
collateral security a lien upon certain machinery. Afterwards Mr. 
Hoare, one of the members of the banking firm, applied unsuccessfully 


to Mr. Liebert to give him the promised security, and on the 4th of 


January, 1871, Messrs. Barnett and Co. received a letter from Liebert and 
Rogerson, of Manchester, asking to be allowed an over draught of £2,000, 
on the ground that the death of Mr. Rogerson, sen., had tied up a 
considerable portion of their capital; but Messrs. Barnett declined 
“to accede to the request. On the same day a cheque for £3,383, 
drawn by the Manchester house upon the account of the firm at 
Messrs. Barnett’s, was presented for payment and dishonoured—the 
balance in hand at that time being £2,550 only. Finding that other 


cheques were being drawn by the debtors, Mr. Hoare, on the 6th of 
January, called on them, and again required security for payment of 


the note of the 3rd of December, when the debtors agreed to pay the 
note if the bank would discoant a bill of Messrs. Ogilvie, which was 
coming forward on the following day, for £2,123, and hold the balance 
at their disposal. Messrs. Liebert and Rogerson then stated that the 
“lock-up” was only temporary, pending the settlement of Mr. Roger- 
son, sen.'s, affairs, and that they expected their position would be 
strengthened in the end. Messrs. Barnett acted upon this request on 
the 6th January, and discounted the bill of Messrs. Ogilvie ; and on 
the 8th the debtors stopped payment. The question was whether, 
under these circumstances, the retention of the £1,334 by Messra. Bar- 
nett amounted to a fraudulent preference. . 

- The Chief Judge held that the transaction which the trustee sought 
to impeach was not a fraudulent preference. From the affidavit of 
Mr. Hoare it appeared that his firm had lent money on a promissory 
note payable at six months upon a contract by the debtors that they 
would give security on certain other property. The note contained 
not merely an obligation to pay at the end of six months, but it was 
accompanied by aa condition to give security. Messrs. Barnett and 
Co. were, therefore, entitled either to payment of the note or to insist 
upon their security being given as agreed. Failing to obtain security 
they were entitled to receive their money, and the payment having 
been made in good faith, and for a valuable consideration, it could 
not now be impeached. The application of the trustee was therefore 
refased. 


Wrra regard to the Burmese mission now on its way to this country 
the Pall Mali Gazette informs us that two of the members are respec- 
tively named the Padein Woon and the Pangyet Woon. Both were 
educated some time time ago at the Doveton College at Calcutta; but 
the Pangyet Woon is greatly superior to the other Woon, both in 
manners and address, from having resided eight years at Paris, where 
he took several university degrees. But while his Majesty of Ava ig 
resolved to form European alliances, he is sadly ignorant of European 


diplomacy. The mission is accompanied by a respectable retailer of 


eries and hardware of Rangoon, named Mr. Edmund Jones, who 

recently been appointed by the King to be a guide to his officers, 
and has been invested with the real tsalway, or order of golden strands. 
This is a far higher mark of distinction than the star-shaped bauble 
which his Majesty designed two years ago for the firat time, and which 
he has recently conferred upon the English Premier.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Haxpora, April 30. 

The Senate of Bremen have sent down to the Burgerschaft of that 
city for their consent and approbation the draft of a Bill of unusual 
importance and interest, being nothing more nor less than a pro 
for the alteration of the currency. It does not at all militate against 
the measures already taken by the German Parliament foran uniformity 
of the monetary system of the Empire; on the contrary, it is quite in 
aceordance with its provisions, and calculated even to.promote aud 
facilitate its execation when the time arrives, which, however, I fear ts 
still a long way off. Prince Bismark, who opened the session of the 
German Parliament, gives in his speech a catalogue of the Bills that 
will be introduced; but not a word is to be found indicating the inten- 
tion of the Government-to lay before them the important Bill for the 
definitive settlement of the currency question, although at the close of 
the last session a resolution was passed to request the Chancellor to 
bring it in during the course of the present one, that it may finally be 
disposed of without further loss of time. It is, however, but fair to add 
that the Minister of Finance stated at the timo that he could not promise 
compliance with the wish of the House, as there were other subjects 
connected with it which required long and serious consideration. The 
fact is—and it is no secret here—that it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to include in the Bill comprehensive regulations concerning public 
and private banks, and the prohibition, or at least some efficient control 
and limitation, of the issue of paper money, which, as is well known to 
your readers, ia as plentiful in Germany as blackberries. And on this 
subject it is no easy work to reconcile all the conflicting interests, and 
perhaps vested rights, of the various States, and bring all the Govern- 
ments to sacrifice some of their attributes of sovercigaty without a com- 
pensation of some sort. But it isto be most devoutly hoped that Prince 
Bismark, who has already done such wonders in uniting all Germany 
under one Empire, and who enjoys in such an eminent degree the con- 
fidence both of the Government and the peuple, will Had some way of 
solving the problem, and surmounting the difficulty to the general satis- 
faction of the nation. This accounts for the delay. 

Tn reverting to the Bremen proposal I need hardly remind your com- 
mercial readers that that little free State, with scurcely a hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants, has been placed from time inmemorial in the anoma - 
lous position of having its own exclusive monetary system, which is 
different from that of any other part of Germany, evon in its palmiest 
days of separate systems ; or, indeed, any other country in the world. 
Their unit of value is the so-called ‘ Louis d'or thaler,” which is the 
fifth part of the ancient Hanoverian “ pistole,” divided into six dozen 
“ grotes.” Bremen therefore possesses nominally a gold currency, bat 
has never coined any money of its own, except the grotes, which bear 
the impress of the key, the armorial bearings of the city and State, to 
indicate its being the entrance to the heart of Germany. On the con- 
trary, they have always managed to make their payments by means of 
German gold crowns, which have a fixed value, and are declared a legal 
tender at the rate of 8 2-5 thalers fur euch. But as a necessary conse- 
quence, when, in times of scarcity, neither crowns nor Louis d’ors were 
to be obtained, a law was passed giving a fixed value to a great variety 
of foreign gold coins of recognised standard, and this of course creates 
the utmost confusion, and enhances the difficulties of making cash pay- 
ments. It is, therefore, now proposed to introduce on the lst of July 
next the Prussian system at present in force, which will thus assimilate 
their currency with that of the rest of North Germany at least. Thug 
the baxis of the new arrangement is the new German gold mark, which 
is one-third of a Prussian thaler, and divided into 100 pfennigs, whilst 
at the sume time, and during the present period of transition, the 
double and single silver thalers as well as the smaller coins used in retail 
for change —such as the pieces of ten, five, two, and one groschen—are all 
to be made legal tenders to a certain amount, though no one is to be 
obliged to take in one payment morc than ten thalers’ worth. It ise 
singular fact that opposition to this project was made where it was least to be 
expected, for no less than 202 merchants and frequentersof the Exchange 
protested against it, on the sole ground—as far as I can ascertain, for 
they certainly gave no reasons for their dissent—that they had not been 
consulted on the matter, Tho 25th of April will, however, in future be 
held as a inemornble day in the unnals of our sister city; for on that 
day the Burgerschaft, after a very short debate, finally passed the Bill by 
63 to 44 votcs, and as it will it come into operation on July 1, Bremen is 
practically the first German State to inaugurate the new colnage with 
the mark, subdivided into 100 pfennigs, as the unit of value, and the 
only astonishing part of the business is how they never came to join the 
Prussian, or at least some other German monetary syste long ago. 

In the face of the above mentioned facts, and considering that the 
change is to be mado in the course of only two months, your readers 
will scarcely be surprised to hear that the axe is about to be luid to the 
root of the tree of our vencrable institutioa—the Bank of Hamburg, or 
perhaps only to its traditional money of account, known as the Ham- 
burg Mark Banco. Of course nothiny is settled yet, except that it iy 
doomed to become a thing of the past as soon us the new law is promul- 
gated for ull Germany, which, however, as explained above, is not des- 
tined to take place this year. But the example set by Bremen in thus 
voluntarily going ahead and anticipating events brings the momentous 
queation home to the legislature of this city, whethcr it would not be 
expedient to act in the same manner and substitute at once the new gold 
mark for the antiquated mark banco. The Chamber of Commerce and 
the Board of Trude are now engaged in studying the question, and 

erhaps in my next letter I may be able to report progress. 
r From Gipenhagen we learn tiat the steam frigate Tordenskjold, lately 
employed in taking out and laying the submarine telegraph cable in the 
Far Bast, is found to be so defective and unseaworthy that the expense in- 
curred by a thorough repair would be out of all proportion to the service 
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that may be expected to-be got out of her in future. She is therefore 
advertised to be sold by public auction on the Ist May. 

The iron steamer Secunda, Captain Haye, is to leave this port for 
Akyab, via Suez Canal, the first week in May. 

a Herr Joham Heinrich Riebe has been appointed Swedish Consul at 
Bombay. 
COMMERCIAL. 

Tea continues to be firmly supported, with a fair amount of sales for the 
execution of orders from the interior of the country. The following 
were also sold by importers :—199/4, 822/8, and 231/16 chests Congou, 
per Lord of the Isles. In cleaned rice the dealings have been on a 
limited scale ; of rough 10,000 bags of Rangoon, per John Bertram, have 
been sold to millers for delivery on arrival. In Cassia Lignea there is 
no slteration to report. Flores continues to sell at 16 to 16} sch. bco. 
Pepper js firm, Singapare not to be had under 74 sch. beo., and 
Penang is quoted 6$ to 7. Camphor is in demand, and the price 
has risen in consequence ; 2,000 Ibe. of Simaruba have heen sold by im- 
porters. Oil of Star Annis is looking up.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpaw, May 1. 

The members of the Second Chamber are still debating upon the Bill 
proposing to levy an income-tax, and notwithstanding that the discus- 
sions huve already lasted ten days, and that about thirty members have 
taken part in the debate, it is still Impossible to foretell what the fate of 
the Bill will eventually be. We have advanced so far that the general 
consideration of the measure is finished, and progress is now being made 

‘with the details, with regard to which there is a shower of amendments 
put forward; and still the gencral opinion prevails that all this time 
and trouble will be thrown away—that the Bill will be ultimately re- 
jected. Scveral Liberal members already declare that they will vote 
against the measure, and at the same time they express their opinion 
that it is only an economical question, and not a political one, so that 
they maintain the able and esteemed Minister, Mr. Blusse, need not, in 
the evont of its rejection, feel himself obliged to resign. Mr. Thorbecke, 
the Premier, has made his re-appearance in the Chamber. His health 
scems to be thoroughly restored, so that all the on dits about his inten- 
tion to take a lengthened rest are evidently unfounded. The Conserva- 
tives had flattered themselves with the hope that this must happen, and 
that a ministerial crisis would follow if the Income-tax Bill is out-voted. 

I am glad to state that the loan issued by the Steam Shipping Com- 
pany ‘‘ Nederland” is for the most part subscribed, and it scems very 
probable that the remaining capital, f.3,500,000, will shortly be taken 
up by onr capitalists, notwithstanding that the debut of the company 
was not very promising. But with good management matters may 
improve. This we have already experienced in the case of the Rotterdam 
Bank ; there was a time when the state of this institution seemed tobe 
so bad thut the shares were at a discount of 75 per cent., whilst now 10 
per cent. premium is paid. The same changes have occurred with re- 
gard to the International Trading and Credit Company of Rotterdam, 
which is now in a flourishing condition, as is proved by the report and 
balance to be published ina short time, the general annual meeting 
being udvertised to take place on the 3rd of June. The Bourse is still 
very flat, and the quotations have undergone little change. 

The Belgian papers tell us a good deal about a ‘‘ fraternisation ” fete 
which will be given in the month of July next. It is impossible forme 
to tell you tho true signification of this international festival. A certain 
ex-Dutch officer, Mr. Beynen, has taken thefinitiative, and in conjunction 
with a committee has undertaken the organisation of the fete, for which 
the Brussels Town Council has granted a credit of 30,000 france. The 
Conservative papers are of opinion that this manifestation will have a 
political character, but I do not think this is the case. Of course the 

“festival will be very agreeable to the Flemirh party in Belgium ,who desire 
most heartily to fraternise with the Datch. But in Holland there pre- 
vails some coolness with Flemieh brethren, and, notwithstanding that the 
Dutch are quite willing to hold a feast with them, it is nonsensical to 
believe that the affair can become a political manifestation. I hear that 
the councils of our principal towns will be invited to attend the feast in 
Brussels, which—and this is certainly very strange—will at the same 
t.me be in celebration of the 14th anniversary of King Leopold's acces- 
sion to the throne of Belgium.

Extraordinary general meetings of the Anglo-Mediterrancan 
Telegraph Company, the Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Telegraph 
Company, the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph Com- 
pany, and the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Company have 
been held, at which resolutions authorising the proposed amalga- 
mation of these companies were carried unanimously.

TEA. 

No change of any importance has taken place in the market during 
the past week. The daily auctiorisa, of both China and India Teas, have 
monopolised the attention of the trade, and it has been very difficult 
to nell by private contract without giving way in price. Public ssles 
were held on the 26th and 30th uit., and let and 3rd inst., comprising 
18,851 packages, of which 18,257 packages sold without reserve. The 
deliveries for the past week have been 3,526,398 lbs., against 4,599,616 
be. last year. 

Black: Red-leaf kinds: Siftings bave been sold at public sale at 
very low prices. Broken leaf kinds have been forced off at auction at 
easier rates. Fair to good common have been saleable toa limited 
extent at the reduction quoted in our last. In fair to good and fine 
kinds of Kaisow very little has been done. Finest are unchanged. 
In Pak Lin kinds there is no alteration. Black-leaf kinds: Low 

malities can only be sold at auction without reserve, and have been 
fyreed off at 7d. to 93d. per Ib. Fair to good common have been 
quiet at previous prices. Of fair medium to fine descriptions 
several parcels received from America have been eold at auction 
without reserve, realising from 1s. 8d. to 1s. 9}d., which prices are 
about equal to previous quotations. Amoy kinds are unchanged.

Chinas area 
little easier in price, and with less enquiry, but in Canton Tsatlees 
there has been a good business doing at strong rates, with very large 
deliveries, Loong Kongs, however, are still neglected, and hardly any 
business in this silk has been doing. Japans have attracted more 
attention of late, and at low prices some considerable parcels have 
changed hands the deliveries are beginning to show that consumers 
are using this silk more freely.
